Trademarking Familiar Word Combinations 


Being an Article Explaining Some of the Difficulties En- 
countered by Those Who Would Trademark the Catch 
Phrases in This and Other Trades—Written for Office 
Appliances by Waldon Fawcett of Washington, D. C. 


ITH every step in the expansion of trade in the 
office supply field there comes added incentive 

to protect against imitation and encroachment the 
words or names and pictorial designs which have come 
to stand as markers or means or identification for well 
known products. The past year has witnessed the 
outcropping of an interesting new angle in this gen 
eral trend. Not content with seeking to safeguard the 
trademarks and trade that signify valuable 
good-will in the business equipment sphere, several 
well-known firms have cast about for means to msure 
to themselves security in the catch phrases or busi- 
ness slogans which they have originated and which 
have become, by repeated usage, inseparable from the 
respective specialties to which they have been tacked. 
The office supply trade is merely following fashion 
in turning to catch phrases as a means of fixing a 
thought in the mind of the average ultimate consumer. 
The “It Floats’ of Ivory Soap fame, the “If It Isn't 
an Eastman It Isn't a Kodak” and others equally 
familiar are old acquaintances of every reader of news- 
Some of the time-tried slogans 


names 


papers and magazines. 
or phrases of trade do not even directly relate to the 
product, as, for example, the “His Master's Voice” 
which is tacked on to the well known dog of the Vic- 
tor Talking Machine Company. In the office outfit 
ting trade, however, the tendency is, seemingly, to pick 
sentences that “mean something.” And this very sig- 
nificance of the slogan, it may be quickly added, has 
made for some of the complications that have arisen in 
connection with establishing exclusive rights to original 
maxims. 

Obviously, the ideal way in which effectually to 
stake a claim to a catch phrase is to secure the regis 
tration of the phrase as a trademark, if that can be 
done. Ah, there’s the rub. All the recent experience 
of some of the best known firms in the office supply 
line seems to go to prove that it is infinitely more dif- 
ficult to secure a certificate at the U. S. Trademark 
Division at Washington for a phrase than it is similarly 
to acquire title to a single word or fanciful design. 
The reason is not far to seek, either. It lies in the 
circumstances that a phrase, in order to have punch, 
must almost inevitably be descriptive of the goods or 
the quality of the goods, and “descriptiveness” in a 
trademark is the one thing above almost all others that 
Uncle Sam's trademark arbiters will not tolerate. 

The difficulties that beset an attempt to protect by 
this means a catch phrase applicable to office equip 
ment are well illustrated by the recent experience of 
the Underwood Typewriter Company in seeking to 
register at Washington its well known catch-line, “The 


Machine You Will Eventually Buy” as a trademark 
for typewriting machines and typewriting machine 
parts. The U.S. Examiner of Trademarks who passes 
upon such applications rejected the Underwood proffer 
on the ground that the sentence that has so long beea 
dinned in the ears of the typewriter buying public, is a 
descriptive phrase and has not been used as a trade- 
mark. 

The Underwood Typewriter Company was, natur 
as an answer and appealed 
S. Patent 


ally, loath to take “no” 
their case to the highest tribunal at the LU. 
()fice. Here, however, no better fate was in store. 
In upholding the Examiner of Trademarks in his re- 
fusal to register the phrase Assistant Commissioner 
of Patent Clay said: “Against the holding that this 
phrase is not a distinctive trademark and mark of 
origin, the applicant contends that a good trademark 
may be suggestive of some supposed advantage to be 
derived from using it, or some effect produced by its 
use. This is true, but it does not touch the real point 
in the case, which is that the applicant's phrase is not 
a distinguishing device at all. It has no function as 
a name by which to call the machine, nor an identify- 
ing device of the maker of the machine. It is hard to 
imagine one going into a shop and asking for a “The 
Machine- You-Will-Eventually-Buy’ typewriter. Those 
catch phrases which have been sometimes upheld as 
proper trademarks are all short and distinct enough to 
be used as names. This is not the case here.” Ac 
cordingly, the Underwood Company will be obliged 
to worry along with that not inconsiderable amount of 
protection which may be derived for its pet phrase 
from the common law against unfair methods of com- 
petition. 

In view of Uncle Sam's refusal to throw the cloak 
of trademark protection around the Underwood catch 
line, and the reason ascribed, therefore, especial in 
terest may attach, by contrast, to the recent success 
of another well-known office equipment firm which had 
a similar ambition. The concern in question is the 
Stenotype Company and the phrase which it sought 
authority to preempt “The Machine Way in 
Shorthand,” applied, of course, to its make of steno

A Letter Covering the Situation in Russia 
with Regard to Office Machines, Loose 
Leaf, Etc.—By H. W. Beckschoft of the 
Russian-American Trading Co., Petrograd. 


(Written for Office Appliances last tall and somewhat delayed 
in transit.) 


eee leaf devices are just being introduced on the 
Russian market, but the goods which arrive are chief- 
ly from English manufacturing houses, whose representa- 
tives are already here. However, it is against the Russian 
law to use loose leaf in bookkeeping, and this, of course, 
limits the sale of such goods. It is probable that this law 
will be changed now, and if so, the sale will grow rapidly. 

Before the war adding and calculating machines were 
sold here in great numbers. This was especially true of 
calculating machines, one of which, the Ohdner, was made 
here in Russia. During the war, however, this factory de- 


livered very few machines because of the fact that its 
skilled workmen were for the most part ordered to fac- 
tories working for the government. American and other 
calculating machines during the war have been imported 
only in small quantities on account of the difficulties inci- 
dent to their export from America. Indeed, unless the 
Russian agent has exceptionally good connections, it is 
all but impossible to get goods from America at all be- 
cause of the permits to be obtained, the formalities to be 
attended to and the extreme difficulty of securing space in 
ocean carriers. There is a good demand for calculating 
machines, but until the war is over there is little hope of 
increasing the business in these machines. 

Duplicating machines and the like will now meet with a 
ready market here, for the old law prohibiting the sale o! 
manifolding apparatus has been repealed and everyon: 
now has the right to sell and use such devices without a 
special permit. A duplicating machine which is quite 
largely used has a composition diaphragm which takes the 
impression of the letter, plan or document to be repro 
duced, after which a hundred or so of clear copies can be 
made. The machine is similar to one which is well known 
in the United States. Russian business men also under 
stand the use of rotary duplicators and type machines 

\t the present time there is a very small amount of ad 
vertising done in Russia, where circular letters, pamphlets, 
etc., have not the business-building power they have in 
any other countries. It is evident, therefore, that no great 
amount of business has developed for addressing ma 
chines. However, no one can foretell what the future may 
hold in store. 

Typewriter ribbons and carbon paper are sold in large 
quantities, and American manufacturers who may have no 
representatives here should at once arrange to put some- 
one in this field. American goods in practically all lines 
are highly regarded and will sell in Russia wherever there 
is a demand for the merchandise offered 
Never- 


theless, after the war American manufacturers can be cer

tain of obtaining very large orders both for wood and 
steel furniture. At present it is impossible to ship such 
goods to Russia on account of their bulk, which requires 
more cargo space than can be obtained now.

Suggestions from a European House 


Prominent Office Equipment Man of Rot- 

terdam, Holland, Points Out a Few Typicai 

American Export Mistakes and Suggests a 
Remedy. 


HAVE read with much interest the article by H. P. 
| Rockwell which appeared in the July number of your 
monthly, headed, “After the War—-What of Office Furni- 
ture?” It is apparent from this article that the American 
manufacturer now understands some of the faults in his 
methods which were pointed out by our Managing Direc- 
tor in your issue of January, 1913; but I feel some reason 
to attract Mr. Rockwell's attention once more to the great 
risks which those engaged in a certain business are run- 
ning by giving too much territory to one person. 

This was one of the faults to which our Mr. J. A. Ruys 
drew attention in his article above referred to, and this ob- 
jection is still valid. | found it once more illustrated in 
a recent letter from one of our officers who visited the 
United States not long ago. Reporting an interview with 
a New York manufacturer he said that this manufacturer, 
on being asked to give us the agency for his product and 
also for the Dutch East Indies, did not appear to care 
very much about this territory, saving: “As a matter of 
fact, | don’t even know where they are.” 

This example speaks for itself. This manufacturer did 
not care about a country with forty millions of inhab- 
itants! This is but another evidence that many American 
houses do not care as much as they should about the way 
in which their products are presented “outside I know 
that there are American producers who keenly regret that 
years ago they made the mistake of tying themselves up 
to one concern for practically the whole of Europe. They 
see that now, as a consequence of such a step, that their 
products will never find such a demand as they could have 
had, looking with envy upon their neighbors, who with 
greater caution, have found a more extended sale for 


t ota 


products coming later to the market and perhaps n 
quality equal to that of their own. 

\s to the paragraph where Mr. Rockwell says, “Before 
the war modern office equipment was but slightly known 
in Europe,” I count it almost a duty to voice some pro- 
test. This seems to be evidence of the fact that American 
manufacturers are not, generally speaking, so well in- 
formed even of the European market, to say nothing of 
the colonies, as they might be The later Mr. (,eorge F. 
Watt of the Elliott-Fisher Company could have told a 
different story, and so also could Mr. Neal D. Becker oi 
the Hammond Typewriter Company, and many others 
I dare even to say that prior to the war the competition 
in office equipment in some of the European countries 


was keener than it was in the United States. 


*Note In many couferences with our manufacturers we 
have for vears advised against “‘agencies for the Eastern Hen 
isphere,” “agents for Europe,’ “agents for Africa et One of 
several defects in the American system of developing. or at 
tempting to develop foreign business, has to do with the ter 
ritorial arrangement of agencies It is easy to derstand how 
some of our manufacturers were led into erro Ss e of then 
who had practically no foreign business were giver n oppor 
tunit to put their products into the hands o meé fi 
ibroad As the manufacturers were doing no |t siness there

sorts of office appliances, just as the English and German 


wholesale houses and agencies have done for years. But 
such’a traveling man should not call on all or most of 
the retail stationers as the German traveling agents have 
done. He should refuse to do business with any but 
Norwegian wholesale stationers 
The error of American firms has been and is that they 


and a very few of them, too—have been represented by 
Norwegian agents who had but few or no samples to 
show, and therefore were forced to sell chiefly fron 
catalogues. The purchaser naturally desires to see what 
he is buying and to compare the quality and price of the

Peru Wants Steel Safes. 

Special Agent Harold E. Everly, reports in a recent is 
ue of “Commerce Reports,” issued by the Bureau of 
Commerce, at Washington, that there is an increasing] 


interesting market in Peru, for American made steel safes 


Heretofore English exporters have been favored in Peru 
avs Mr. Ev “rly, although in 1916 the alue ! tee Sale 
imported to this country was more that twice what it 
was in 1915. Of course the war is largely responsibl 
for the remarkable increase 

It is explained in the report that the preference for 


safes of English make is traceable to a number of rea 
sons. In the first place, English safes were the first to be 
introduced in Peru and their sale has been consistently 
pushed since their introduction. Then too, they wer 
carried in stock in sufficient number and sizes to meet the 
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local demand \gain, the English exporter has been 
more careful, in the past, than his American competitor, 
in the matter of packing and in taking into consideration 


the Peruvian practice of buying goods on consignment. 


Mr. Everly cautions the American shipper especially 
against careless packing, explaining that frequently im 
proper protection has meant bent or broken door 
handles, jammed and injured dials, etc. To compete suc 
cessfully with European exporters, Americans must be 
prepared to ship on consignment. The report notes that 
the demand in Peru is for medium sized safes selling tor 
$100 to $200 There is a very limited market for vault 
frames with doors.

In my experience it is unwise for a manufacturer to 
pursue this policy, for if the dealer is oyerstocked with 
goods whose reputation has not been established, he is 
compelled to lower the price in order to move his stock. 
Chis reflects on the reputation of the goods and hampers 
their future sale Another matter which should be cor- 
rected is this Most American concerns demand that 
orders to be shipped abroad be accompanied with a bank 
credit to cover the amount of the invoice. This may 


seem best to the American exporters, because as soon as 
the goods leave the factory they get their money; but 
often they do not attend to the prompt shipment of the 
goods from the American port. Indeed, many cases have 
arisen where, when the bill of lading stating the name of 
the steamer carrying the goods has been paid at the bank, 
it has been found that the goods did not go by that 
steamer at all and were thereafter delayed in shipment 
for months. This makes it exceedingly difficult for a man 
to do a cash business. Perhaps by the next mail follow- 
ing the dispatch of the goods from the factory will come 
a letter demanding a larger order, although the former has 
not been received

Italian Conditions Outlined. 
By Augusto Salvadori, Exporter and Importer, Rome. 


lr THE beginning of the European war business in 
i typewriters was fairly good in my district, and, in 
fact, all over Italy \merican manufacturers were almost 
too busy to suply our country and barely succeeded in 
meeting our needs. We had to supply government depart- 
ments and several new offices created by the war, such 
as military administration, arms and ammunition branches, 
eovernment supplies and other concerns. Business is going 
somewhat slowly at present, and I believe it will be 
worse for a time when hostilities cease. American manu- 
facturers must look ahead and face the future in order 
that they may avoid over-production and defeat eventual 
competitors [he lowering of ocean freight rates at the 
end of the war and the elimination of war-risk insurance 
will be of great advantage, but these things of themselves 
will not suffice to meet the difficult conditions under which 
business will have to be carried on. 

We are in great need of all kinds of paper. Prices 
have more than doubled since the beginning of the war. 
Our production of carbon paper is msufficient to meet our 
needs and we are therefore importing considérable quan- 
tities from England. especially of copying paper. (Pos- 
sibly Mr. Salvadori here refers to what is designated as 
“pencil carbon” among American makers.) Prices are 
exceedingly high, and it is difficult to obtain export licenses 
from the British government. Carbon paper could be 
exported from the United States to Italy by means of the 
parcel post, which permits a weight of eleven pounds or 
less per package to be mailed. This at present is the sur- 
est and most economical way of shipping.

William K. Jenne, skilled workman, master mechanic, 
well known typewriter inventor and for many years the 
superintendént of the Remington Typewriter Works at 
Ilion, N. Y., died at his home in that city on the 18th of 
January. Mr. Jenne, who was in the eighty-first year of 
his age, had been gradually failing for some years, but his 
last illness was a short one lasting only a week. 

With the death of Mr. Jenne passes another member 
of that illustrious group of men who are justly celebrated 
as the founders of the typewriter business. He was in 
fact, at the time of his death, one of the very few sur- 
vivors of this group, and in many essential ways he was 
the most celebrated of them all 

There are two sides to the history of the typewriter as 
everyone knows; the mechanical side and the marketing 
side. In the history of the typewriter on the marketing 
side Mr. Jenne did not figure, but on the mechanical side 
he was a figure of the first magnitude. In the history of 
the mechanical evolution of the machine his name occu- 
pies a place which is not second in importance even to 
those of Sholes and Glidden, the inventors of the type- 
writer. Indeed the term, “father of the writing machine,” 
by which in his later years he had been universally known, 
describes most happily and accurately the nature and 
value of the service which he rendered to the indusiry 

William K. Jenne was born in Lancaster, Mass., in the 
year 1837, of good old New England stock. His father, 
Siloam Jenne, was a skilled mechanic and inventor of 
some distinction and it was from this parent that he in 
herited his mechanical skill Mr. Jenne spent the first 
twenty-four years of his life in his native state, during 
which gime he served as an apprentice in Lee, Mass., and 
was afterward employed by the Whitings, manufacturers 
of cotton machinery at Holyoke. It was in 1861 that Mr 
Jenne came to Ilion, the little New York town in which 
he was destined to spend all of the remaining years of 
his long, active and useful life. Even in those days Ilion 
was a town which the name Remington had already made 
famous. These were the Civil War times when E. Rem 
ington & Sons, the great gun makers, were busy on the 
big war contracts of those days, and the fame of the Rem- 
ington gun had already spread to the four corners of the 
earth. No one could have foreseen in those days that 
Mr. Jenne was destined to make this same name even 
more famous in connection with the writing machine 

Mr. Jenne’s first employment in Ilion was as tool maker 
for Whitehouse & Plaisted. who had a contract with the 
Remingtons for the manufacture of rifles and_ pistols 
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When Whitehouse & Plaisted gave up their contract the 
reman in the pistol depart 


ment. Subsequently, Mr. Jenne was engaged in work on

currency Later the bars were taken down and notes for 
one pound and two pounds were issued, greatly to the 
delight of the amateur and professional “penmen,’ who 
forged thet right and left. 

The adoption of more intricate engraved designs tended 
to discourage the crime of forgery and note “raising” 
but the matter became increasingly serious, nevertheless, 
so that by 1773 tampering with the paper currency of 
England became a crime punishable by death without 
benefit of eroy.”’ 

Connecticut appears to have had the distinction of pri 

the first note “raiser” in the American Colonies 
\bel Buell, apprenticed to a gold and silver smith, was 
detected in “raising” a five-shilling Colonial note to five 
pounds. He was imprisoned in Norwich and his fore- 
head branded with a letter “C.”
